New York, June 21.—(Special.)—The 
love letters of a banker written to his 
future wife, both before and after 
she sent him a written proposal of 
marriage, which was accepted, were 
Offered today by Mrs. Edith Russell 
Gambier in her suit for a separation 
frcm Bdward Victor Gambier, cashier 
of the Merchants’ Exchange National 
Bank, before Supreme Court Justice 
Pendleton. The court is hearing two 
suits, one by Mrs. Gambier for separa+ 
tion on the ground of abandonment, 
and one by Gambier for the annul- 
ment of the Marriege. 

On the cross-examination of Mrs. 
Gambier, Martin W. Littleton, counsel 
for the banker, offered a score of 
love letters from Mrs. Gambier, and 
as soon as her cross-examination was 
concluded her attorney, Augustus Van 
Wyck, brought out a packet of Mr. 
' Gambier’s letters. . 

The couple were married on April 
30, 1910, but Mrs. Gambier made her 
proposal of marriage in the January 
previous after Gambier had been 
writing for some months telling how 
much he loved her, but making no di- 
“rect -pmeposdls “betausé “tie” had ‘once 
been rejected. The couple separated 
- jJast August. 

Styled Her “Dear Awget conta.” 

One of Gambier’s letters, written in 
September, 1909, addressed “Dear A. 
» Which was explained t> mean 
“Angel Child,” said: 

“So you have opened an account at 
Tiffany's. My, aren't you careless to 
establish credit there. Don't follow 
Mrs. Howard Gould's example and buy 
$58,000 worth without remembering 
the circumstances. Don't believe I 
could stand that strain. If I am to be 
addressed as ‘My Dear Mr. Gambisr,’ 
1 shall have to address you as ‘My 
Dear Miss Russell,” and that would 
never do. Try another salutation.” 

This letter to “Dearest Edo,” was 
next written by Gambier: 

“as you are the only Edo I know 
you must be the dearest. But be that 
as it may, if there were a score or 
more of Edos, you would be the first 
to me.” 

Mr. Van Wyck then offered this let- 
ter: 

“yr went to see the ‘Love Cure,’ but 
sought no remedy. It had no cura- 
tive powers for me, and I am still 
enslaved. I saw Blanche Ring in 
Philadelphia, in ‘The Yankee Girl,’ 
and she reminded me so much of you. 
She has your petite air and walked 
right into my heart. I spent that 
night in the Home for Incurables.”’ 

He Called Her “Precious Girl.” 

After Mr. Gambier got Miss Rus- 
gell’s letter of proposal he wrote: 

“My Precious Girl: I have been a 
most impatient chap waiting for a 
word that is to make me the happiest 
of men. It says, ‘Come,’ and that from 
the queen of my soul, is a royal greet- 
ing. I will come. Since your accept- 
ance of my offer my joy has known 
no bounds. The secret is locked in one 
other bosom, and that one is now out 
on the wide ocean. Since the first 
time I saw you years ago my heart 
reached out to you, and now after an 
army of younger standard-bearers 
have been in the field the conquest is 
mine. Happy am I for gaining your 
love.” 

- Mr. Gambier’'s next letter read: 

“Thee and me shall be our own 
heralds, biding our own sweet time. 
Isn't it so, my jewel? You say you'll 
meet me in Atlanta. I know you'll be 
prettier and sweeter because of our 
mewer and closer. relationship.” 

Left Her Behind in Atlanta. 

Mr. Gambier then went to Atl&inta 
bearing an engagement ring and on 
the train returning home to New York 
he @ashed off this short letter: 

“My heart is heavy, leaving sucha 
treasurer behing me in Atlanta. My 
letter is short, but every word has a 
tenfold meaning, that !t carries to my 
own sweetheart.” 

During Mrs. Gambier’s cross-exami- 
nation she had insisted that she stili 
loved Mr. Gambier after he left her, 
ang this letter, dated November 9 last, 
was read: 

.“Jt has been brought to my attention 
that in your affidavit in reply to my 
action for alimony you say that you 
will furnish me with a suitable home 
where we shall live together as man 
ana wife if I am dutiful.

The United States Wins It 
Suit for the Dissolution 
of the Combine

The Suit Was Brought in 1907 
| Against 43 Corporate and 
Individual Defendants -- The 
Decision Rendered by Three 
U. S. Judges in Delaware. 
U. S. Senator DuPont Men- 
tioned in Decision. 


Wilmington, Del., June (21.—The 
United States circuit court for the dis- 
trict of Delaware today handed down 
a decision declaring that the alleged 
powder trust which is dominated by 
the E. I. du Pont-de Nemours Com- 
pany, is a combination in restraint of 
interstate commerce in powder and 
Other explosives in violation of sec- 
tion No.1 of the Sherman anti-trust 
law; that it attempted te monopolize 
and has monopolized a part of such 
commerce in violation of section No, 
2 of the same law, and decreeing that 
the combination shall be enjoined from 
comtinuing this violation and that it 
shall be dissolved. 

Action Begun in 1907. 

The action against the powder trust 
was begun by the government in 1907 
and was directed against forty-three 
corporate and individual defendants. 
The suit as to fifteen of the defendants 
was dismissed because some of the con- 
cerns are out of existence or it was 
not shown that they were parties to 
the combination. 

The court in an interlocutory decree 
fixed October 16 as the date to hear 
both sides in the action as to the na« 
ture of the injunction to be granted,

said combination which shall be sub- 
mitted by the petitioner and the de- 
fendant, or any of them, to the end 
that this court may ascertain and de- 
termine upon a plan or method for 
such dissolution which will not deprive 
the defendants of the opportunity to 
re-create out of the elements now com- 
posing said combination a new condi- 
tion which shall be honestly in har- 
mony with and not repugnant to the 
law.” 

This follows to some extent the de- 
crees issued by the United States su- 
preme court in the Standard Oil and 
the Tobacco cases. 

13 Corporations, 15 Defendants, 

There are thirteen corporations and 
fifteen individual defendants declared 
to be in the illegal combination. A 
majority of the individual defendant; 
are members of the du Pont family, 
all of whom, except Edmond G. Buck- 
ner, are each directors of the du Pon: 
Company, organized in 1902 and the 
du Pont,Company, organized in 1903, 
or of one of them. Buckner is an 
active director of the International 
Smokeless Powder and Chemical Com- 
pany. The corporate defendants are: 
The Hazard Powder Company, Laflin 
and Rand Powder Company, Eastern 
Dynamite Company, Fairmont Powder 
Company, Internationa! Smokeless 
Powder and Chemical Company, Judsor 
Dynamite and Powder Company, Dela. 
ware Securities Company, Delaware 
Investment Company, California In- 
vestment Company, E. I. du Pont-de 
Nemours and Company, of Pennsy!- 
vania; du Pont International Powder 
Company, E. IL du Pone-de Nemour

U. 8S. Senator DuPont Mentioned. 

The only member of the DuPont fam- 
ily mentioned in the suit who is not in- 


lating the law is Henry DuPont, one 
of the United States senators from 
Delaware. In his case the court found 
that in June, 1906, a year before the 
suit was begun, “he resigned all his 
official positions in the defendant cor- 
porations, and that since that time he 
has had neither real nor nominal con- 
nection with the management of any 
of the defendant corporations.” ~.- 

The decision written by Judge W. M. 
Lanning, and concurred in by Judges 
George Gray and Joseph Buffing, goes 
into the history of interstate commerce 
in gun powder and other explosives 
back as far as 1872, when the govern- 
ment charged the first trade agree- 
ment of manufacturers was entered 
into. The court reviewed the evidence 
in the case, and found when the suit 
was begun that the DuPont company 
organized in 1902 controlled in the

HARTER REVISION 


+ Hold Meeting This Afternoon 


Council Will Hold Special Meet- 
ing Next Monday Afternoon 
to Hear Report of the Com- 
‘mittee---Details of How Pro- 
posed Plan Will Work Out. 


For the purpose of formulating a re- 
port on a revision of the city char- 
ter, the special committee of seven, 
appointed by council, will meet this 
afternoon at:3 o'clock in the mayor's 
committee room. 

The committee is as follows: Alder- 
| man John 8S. Candler, chairman; Alder- 
man A. J. Johnson, Councilman James 
R,. Nutting, Councilman William H. 
Humphrey, Councilman Aldine Cham- 
bers, Councilman Harvey Hatcher and 
Councilman J. °E. McClelland. 

The city attorney and the assistant 
city attorney will present a draft of 
an ordinance for a revision of the city 
charter based upon the resolutions. in- 
troduced in council last Monday by 
Aldermen Candler, Kelley and Warren. 

Changes Will Be Few. 

There may be a few changes made in 
the paper read before council, and 
which was published in full im last 
Tuesday's Constitution, but the plan 
of the revision will probably be ad- 
hered to as a whole. 

There will be a special meeting of 
the general council. next Monday aft- 
ernoon to act upon the report of the 
committee. 

The main features of the proposed 
charter revision are: 

A reductfon of the aldermanic board 
from ten to five members; a reduction 
of the city council from twenty to ten 
members; a reduction of all boards 
from a membership of twelve to seven; 
the appointment of board members by 
the mayor to be removed by him on 
approval of council; the election of 
councilmen from wards, but by the en- 
tire city: the election of aldermen from 
districts without regard to ward lines. 

Under the plan proposed, the alder- 
men are to serve five years, and the 
councilmen two, the latter to be al- 
lowed to succeed themselves one term. 

How Pian WHll Operate. 

There will be no legislating anybody 
out of office, as the present aldermen, 
counctimen and board membe:s_ will 
serve until their terms expire. 

If this plan is adopted by the people, 
instead of commission government, 
then there will be no election of alder- 
men and councilmen this year and, 
therefore, no primary, unles@ there is 
one held for the election of the gen- 
eral manager of the waterworks de- 
partment. .It is probable that if there 
is no nomination of aldermen and coun” 
cilmen that the race between Colonel 
Park Woodward and W. Z. Smith for 
waterworks manager will te settled 
at the general election. 

If the commission plan is adopted, 
then there will also be no need for-a 
primary this. year, and no election of 
a general manager of waterworks 
at, all. 

One matter which is puzzling citizens 
is that. it will ‘not be known until 
after the people have voted on commis- 
sion and charter- revision, the first 
Wednesday in December; whether or 
not .a primary will be necessary. At 
present: it looks .very much as if the 
city executive committee, which has 
charge of the w : primary, will find

The republican progressives were 
taunted by Senator Williams, who 
Wanted to know if their views about 
tariff revision had changed in two 
years, indicating that they now had an 
opportunity to secure downward re- 
vision if they felt so inclined. 

Senator Cummins .promptly volun- 
teered the statement that his views 
had undergone no change. 

“This is no gratifying,’ said Senator 
Williams. “Give us seven votes on that 
side of the chamber—or a majority of 
one vote in this body—and we will 
give the country downward revision. 
t is possible we might agree on some 
concessions on the woolen bill.” 

Bailey Invites Dixon. 

Senator Bailey and Senator Dixon 
had a colloquy in which the Texan 
pleaded with the senator from Mon- 
tama to come over and be converted. 
Nonplused and hesitating for the form 
of his reply to the Texas senator’s in- 
. Vitation, Mr. Dixon stood with his hand 
Taised. 

“Almost persuaded,” said Senator 
Bailey, deliberately looking at his ad- 
versary as Mephisto looked: at Faust 
in the play. 

Senator Williams disagreed with the 
view of Senator Cummins, that reci- 
procity might hurt the farmer, but said 
he would agree to support any kind of 
a farmers’ free list bill the progres- 
Sives might agree upon as a ‘lag- 
niappe” or a recompense to the farm- 
ers. 

The democratic wool revision bill 
drove the insurgent republicans of the 
senate into an open coalition with the 
democrats in a demand for a general 
revision of the tariff and brought 
about the threatened crisis in the 
finance committee's control of the sen- 
ate. 

Fate of Reciprocal Pact in Doubt. 

The fate of the Canadian reciprocity 
bill was tonight in doubt as a result of 
the remarkable developments of he 
day’s session of the senate. Western 
republicans who have fought the reci- 
procity measure, taking up challenges 
thrown down by the democratic lead- 
ers, followed each other in rapid suc- 
cession in their ultimdtums to the sen- 
ate leaders. These ultimatums were 
‘invariably to the effect that before 
the reciprocity bill is permitted to 
pass a republican senate will be forced 
to undertake aie revision of other 
schedules of the tariff including more 
than the woolen revision bill and the 
free list bill, which have gone threu, 
the housé. 

Of the affirmative votes cast for the 
Gore motion overthrowing the finance 
committee sixteen were republicans. 
They were Senators Borah, Bourne, 
Bristow, Brown, Clapp, Crawford, Cum- 
mins, Dixon, Gronna, Jones, Kenyon, 
La Follette, Nelson, Poindexter, Town- 
send and Works. 

This included the full insurgent 
Strength of the thirteen, and in addi- 
tion Senators Jones, Nelson and Town- 
send. Senator Myers was the only 
democrat voting with the republicans 
against the motion, 

As the result of the senate’s action, 
Senator Penrose, before adjournment, 
called a meeting of the finance com- 
mitteé, of which he is chairman, for 
10:30 o'clock tomorrow morning, and 
he and other regular republicans pre- 
dicted that when the senate convenes 
,at noon tomorrow the wool measure, 
togther with the free list. bill, will be 
reported adversely. 

Notable Speeches on Reciprocity. 
Notable speeches on reciprocity were 
.made in both branches of congress to- 
day. Senator Root, announcing that he 
favored the agreement, advocated and 
explained -his amendment to the wood 
pulp and paper provision of the bill, 
around which amendment the reci- 
procity fight has centered, and which 
amendment Président Taft opposes on 
the ground that it might jeopardize 
the whole agreement. Republican Lead- 
ef Mann, in the house, attacked the 
Root amendment as a violation of the 
Canadian reciprocity agreement. 
*Today's fight began the instant that 
the wool revision bill appeared from 
the house. Senator Gore, apparently 
with the approval of democratic lead- 
ers, moved that the finance cemmittee 
p instructed to report the bill back 
» the senate on or before July 10. The 
admitted purpose of the motion was to 
prevent the finance committee from 
holding the bill indefinitely or from 
- failing to report it at all. 

‘The result of the Gore motion was 
to disrupt so completely the lines that 
have formed in the senate that it can- 
not be foretold now when a vote can 
be reached on the reciprocity bill, or 
whether enough votes can be muster- 
“ed to pass it without amendment. 
Senators Cummins, Nelson, Crawford, 
r La Follette, Jones and other republican 
insurgents from northwestern states, 
who have opposed the reciprocity bill 
because of alleged discrimination 
against the agricultural interests, de- 
clared that before a vote would be per- 
mitted on the bill they would demand 
other schedules of the tariff be taken 
up, and would insist upon an attempt 
to tack many of them upon the reci- 
procity measure. 

Old Guard in Bitter Mood. 

The republican leaders, notably Sen- 
ators Penrose, Smoot, Gallinger and

_ Senator Dixon, republican, of Mon- 
tana, said if the reciprocity bill was 
to pass he would fight for a general 
tariff revision so the whole country 
might feel the effects of the pulling 
down of the protective tariff wall. 
“If you are in ,earnest,” declared 


Senator Williams, of Mississippi, “just 
come up to the mark and we'll help you 
make your promise good.” 

The fight over the Gore motion 
raged until 6 o'clock. Then an attempt 
was made by Senator Gallinger to ad- 
journ the body. The insurgents, vot- 
ing with the democrats, refused to let 
the fight be halteg and with the defeat 
of the motion to adjourn insurgents 
took up the cudgels and explained their 
purpose and their intentions on the 
tariff issues. 

Senator La Follette said the demo- 
crats had been baiting the republican 
progressives by asking them if they 
still retained their principles of down- 
ward tariff revision. 

Taft Muat Approve, Says La Follette. 

He said he favored a couple of many 
tariff schedules iwth the reciprocity 
bill, so that the president would be 
compelled to pass upon them as an 
entirety. 

“I believe the executive, who got hi 
election on the promise of a downwar 
revision of the tariff, will not dare 
withhold his approval from a bill that 
enacts into law this Canadian pact, and 
at the same time enacts reductions in 
duty on these important tariff sched- 
ules,” said Senator La Follette. 

Senator Cummins declared he was 

convinced the senate finance commit- 
tee did not intend to report any Dill 
affecting the tariff other than the reci- 
procity bill. For that reason, he said, 
he would join in the demand that the 
other bills be reported out within a 
certain time. 
“I am prepared to consider care- 
fully a revision of the woolen tariff,” 
replied Senator Penrose. ‘‘It has been 
n the statute bc\Nks many years and 
eonditions may have changed. But we 
have a tariff board making a minute 
inquiry into every phase; we have 
hundreds of people who have asked 
for hearings, and to be allowed to 
submit arguments to our committees; 
and we have before us simply a Dill 
that was drawn without hearings and 
without recourse to detailed informa- 
tion or recent statistics.” 

General Revision, Says Cummins. 
Senator Cummins declared his belief 
that congress had just entered upon @ 
revision. of the tariff, “from beginning 
to end.” 

“Tl speak for myself, and for no other 
man,” he said, “that my vote shall not 
be cast for the adjournment of this 
session, provided the Canadian reci- 
procity bill passes, until all tariff 
schedules containing injustices have 
been changed.” 

Mr. Cummins said he believed if by 
July 10 Chairman Penrose desired five 
or ten days’ mote time the senate 
would be disposed to concede it. Mr. 
Penrose said hundreds already had pe-

Taft, in Special Message, Say 

| Recent Supreme Court Deci- 
sion Makes Strengthening of 
Law Against Fake Drugs Im- 
perative. 


Washington, June 21.—In @ message 

prepared in New York and transmitted 
through the white house today to con- 
gress, President Taft ‘scathingly ar- 
raigned the manufacturers of what he 
denounced as “dangerous drug frauds” 
and urged congress to amend at this 
session the pure food and drug law to 
strengthen that act in vital points of 
weakness recently pointed out by de- 
cisions of the United States supreme 
court. 
President Taft believes that unless 
the law is amended forthwith the 
country will again be flooded by “in- 
jurious nostrums” and “cure-alls” which 
were common before the pure food law 
was first enacted, 

The message was transmitted both 
to the senate and house and it was 
said today that the latter body prob- 
ably would take up’ the matter at an 
eurly date. Representative Sherley, of 
Kentucky, already had introduced «a 
bill bearing on the subject. 

The President’s Message. 
The message is as follows: 


“To the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives: “Your attention is re- 
spectfully called to the necessity of 


to the food and drugs act of June 20, 
1906, which will supplement existing 
law and prevent the shipment in inter- 
state and foreign commerce and the 
manufacture and sale within the ter- 
ritories and the District of Columbia 
of worthless nostrumes labeled with 
misstatements of facts as to their phy- 
siological action—nrisstatements alse 
and misleading, even in the kKnowl- 
edge of those who make them. 

“On June 30, 1906, after an agita- 
tion of 20 years, the food and drugs 
act passed by the fifty-ninth congress 
réceived the approval of the president 
and becomé law. The purpose of the 
measure was two-fold—first, to prevent 
the adulteration of foods and drugs 
within the jurisdiction of the federal 
government, and, second, to prevent 
any false labeling of foods and drugs 
that will deceive the people into the 
belief that they are securing other 
than that for which they ask and 
which they have the right to get. 


The War on Fake Drugs. 


satisfaction and has been vigorously 
enforced. More than 2,000 cases have 


been prepared for criminal prosecution 


against the shippers of adulterated or 
misbranded foods and gitoy 2 and Bele 
ures have been made of moré than ‘700 
shipments of such articles. More than 
two-thirds of these cases have been be- 
gun since March 4, 1909. Of the crim- 
inal cases more than 800 have. termi- 
nated favorably to the overnment, 
and of the shipments seized more than 
450 have been condemned and either 
relabeled or destroyed. In every case 
in which the food seized was deleteri- 
ous to health, it was destroyed. A 
large number of cases are now pend- 
ing. ~ 

“The supreme court has held in a 
recent decision (United States v. O. A. 
Johnson, opinion, May 29, 1911), that 
the food and drugs act does not cover 
the knowingly false labeling of nos- 
trums as to curative effect or physi- 


Cummins then suggested if the Gore 
motion was passed he believed an even 
greater extension of time would be 
granted by the senate, guided by the 
situation on July 10. 

“T most certainly cannot accept the 
situation,” said Chairman Penrose with 
emphasis. “It would be most unfair 
to those who come-here to seek to de- 
fine their views. I am afraid I shall be 
forced to reply to the hundreds of pe- 
titioners all over this country that the 
senate refuses to receive or to hear 
them.” 

Cummins Bound by No Caucus. 

Mr. Penrose prefaced his statement 
with an illusion that Senator Cummins 
interpreted as a reflection upon him- 
self. His retort drew Senator Heyburn 
into the discussion, and the latter at- 
tempted to read the Iowa senator out 
of the republican party for his refusal 
to obey the mandates of the caucus. 
Mr. Cummins said he had never been 
bound by any caucus, and he was 
proud of his record. 

“I want to say in this connection,” 
he said, “that I inter?@ to bring to 
this senate proposals for the revision 
of many schedules before the agree- 
ment with Canada is voted on. We 
might as well be plain about it. The 
time for concealment has passed.” 

Senator Borah was equally emphatic 
in his denunciation of the agreement, 
and in the declaration of his intentions 
to assist in general tariff revision. 
“The Canadian agreement was drawn 
elsewhere than in this senate,” he said, 
‘and was sent here with the injunction 
that it must pass. I wish to say that 
before this agreement can pass I shall 
bring into this chamber for revision 
every section of the Payne-Aldrich bill. 
I do not want to criticise the finance 
committee, but I am convinced that th 
sooner we get to work on the genera 
tariff measure the better it will be.” 

Senator Jones, while announcing his 
intention to vote for the agreement, 
agreed that the revision of a large 
number of schedules would be advis- 
able. Heretofore Mr. Jones has been 
counted with the regulars, and his ut- 
terances occasioned surprise. 

Republicans Not in Centrol, 

The one significant development of 
the day is that the republican party 
is not in reliable control of the senate. 
It was demonstrated that the regulars 
could be outvoted by even a partial 
combination of democrats and in- 
surgents, and, further, that such com- 
binations are possible when the tariff 
ls under consideration. 


The co-operation of today was at- 
tributed to differing motives on the 
part of the two factors init. The dem-

In my opinion, the sale 
of dangerously adulterated drugs, or 
the sale of drugs under knowingly 
false claims as to their effects in dis- 
ease, constitutes such an evil, and 
warrants me in calling the matter to 
the attention of the congress. 
“Fraudulent misrepresentations of 
the curative value of nostrums not 
only operate to delude purchasers, but 
are a distinct menace to the public 
health. There are none so credulous 
as sufferers from disease. The need 
is urgent for legislation which will 
prevent the raising of false hopes of 
speedy cures of serious ailments, by 
misstatements of fact as to worthless 
mixtures on which the sick will rely 
while their diseases progress wun- 
checked. 
“At the time the food and drugs act 
was passed there were current in com- 
merce literally thousands of dangerous 
frauds labeled as cures for every casé6 
of epilepsy, sure cures for. consump- 
tion and all lung disease, cures for all 
kidney, liver and malarial troubles, 
cures for diabetes, cures for tumor and 
cancer, cures for all. forms of heart 
disease—in fact, cures for all the ills 
known at the present day. 
Labels Utterly Untrue. 


“The labels of many of these so0-

Some of the Rankest Frauds. 

“Nearly one hundred criminal prose- 
cutions on this charge were concluded 
in the federal courts by pleas of guilty 
and the impositions of fines. More than 
150 cases of the same nature, involving 
some of the rankest frauds by which 
the American people were ever deceiv- 
ed, are pending now, and must be dis- 
missed. 

“I fear, if no remedial legislation be 
granted at this session, that the good 
which has already been accomplished 
in regard to these nostrums will be 
undong, and the people of the country 
will be deprived of a powerful safe- 
guard against dangerous frauds. Of 
course, as pointed out by the supreme 
court, any attempt to legislate against 
mere expressions of opinion would be 
abortive. Nevertheless, if knowingly 
false misstatements of facts as to the 
nature of the preparations be provided 
against, the greater part of the evil 
will be subject to control. 

“The statute can be easily amended 
to include the evil I have described. J] 
recommend that this be done at once 
as a matter of emergency.’’

Chicago, June 21.—Skillful in her 
evasions, Mildred Bridges, the 17- 
year-old girl, alleged to be the victim 
of Evelyn Arthur See and “absolute 
life,” sat in the witness chair for 
nearly four hours today and reluct- 
antly testified against See, who is now 
on .trial @Warged with abducting her. 
Miss Bridges’ answers were elusive,

From the beginning of her testimo- 
ny in the morning Miss Bridges ex- 
ercised the greatest caution, but after 
two hours of ltegal fencing Prosecu- 
tor Burnham began firing a volley 
of pointed personal questions at her. 

For the first time Miss Bridges be- 
came angry when a letter signed, 
“Your Wife,” and addressed to “Dear 
Evelyn,” was read ag evidence. She 
admitted writing the letter, in which 
she promised her everlasting ‘love to 
See, and addressed him in endearing 
terms. The words “love” and ‘“dear,”’ 
She explained, did not have the mean- 
ing ordinarily accorded them. She 
also admitted that See often had 
kissed her, and that she had returned 
his affection.

Wy the Trust Decisions of the 
U, §. Supreme Court 


So President Taft Declares at 
Yale in His First Public Com- 
ment on Oil and Tobacco 
Decisions—Taft Says Decr 
sions Have Done Great G 


New Haven, Conn. June 21.—~In a 
speech at the Yale Alumni luncheon to- 
day President Taft made his first pub- 
lic comment on the decisions of the 


[United States supreme court in the 
Standard Oil and ‘American Tobacco 
Company cases. The president made it 
clear t , in hig opinion, these de- 
cisions“have cleared the way so that 
all honest and intelligent business men 
can proceed without fear of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. 

He expressed the belief that .much of 
the doubt, that in the minds of many 
business men and lawyers hung about 
that law, has been dispelled, and that 
business all over the country will be 
greatly benefited thereby. Associatd 
Justice Lamar sat on the platform with 
the president and listened with evi- 
dent interest to the latter’s glowing 
eulogy of the court. 

Taft Praises Lamar. 

The president referred to the con- 
ference today by Yale of the degree 
of doctor of laws upon Justice Lamar, 
which he said was a deserved honor. 
He then referred: to the fact that it 
had fallen to his lot to appoint five 
justices of the supreme court of the 
United States, the mowt sacred function 
which a president has to perform, 
There is no duty, he said, that he has 
discharged that has given him more 
heartfelt concern than the selection of 
members of the highest court in the 
land. Whether that duty has been well 
performed or not, the country must 
decide, he said, but he was willing to 
stand upon the record of the court as 
it now stands. 

“The country has hung up on the 
decisions of that court in respect to a 
statute, the construction of which has 
given great concern to the business 
and other communities of this coun- 
try,” said the president. 

Decisions Have Done Good. 

“TI believe these decisions have done, 
and will continue to do, great good to 
all the business of The country, and 
that they have laid down a line of dis- 
tinction which it is not ditficult for 
honest and intelligent business men 
to follow. They have said that that 
statute applies to conspiracies and at- 
tempts to restrain trade which are un- 
due or unreasonable, because their in- 
tent and effect is partly or wholly .to 
monopolize, te exclude or suppress 
competition, and to control prices—and 
not to combination or association in 
the normal development of business 
where there may be some incidental 
restrain that was not the object of the 
combination or the association. There- 
fore it becomes largely a question of 
fact and a question vf conscience with 
the business community, that they can 
well follow and make the standard of 
their future action.” 

The president left for New York at 
10:26 o'clock tonight. 

Taft Reaches New York. 

, New York, June 22.—President Taft 
arrived here at 12:04 a. m. by special 
train from New Haven. The 74 miles 
were covered in one hour and thirty 
minutes, or about fifteen minutes faster 
than the usual fast trains. The presi- 
dent was driven at once to the home 
of his brother, Henry W. Taft, where 
he will spend the night.

Washington, June 21.—Elaborating 
his defense of trusts and the combina- 
tions of sugar companies, , Horace 
Havemeyer, son of the late H. O. Have- 
meyer, organizer of the so-called “su- 


gar trust,” today continued his testi- 


mony before the house sugar commit- 
tee, 


The witness limited his approval, 


however, to “reasonable combinations.” 


He declared that combinations were 
reasonable when they took in small 
companies that were Mable to go into 
bankruptcy. He classed the National 
Sugar Refining Company, in which he 
is seéking in the courts to establish 
his control, as “reasonable.” 

Mr. Havemeyer again expressed a 
belief that the sugar industry had ben- 
efited b ythe creation of combinations, 
because the producing cost had been 
reduced. ; 

In response to Representative Ford- 
ney, the witness said the consumer 
certainly was paying no more for sugar 
than he did before the combinations. 

“The price of sugar is governed by 
the law of supply and demand,” de- 
clared Mr. Havemeyer.

“Why is that; because of free trade?” 
inquired Representative Fordney.

With a view to sizing up the pres- 
ent status of the proposed highway 
from Chattanooga to Atlanta, through 
Summerville and Rome, as planned at 
the Rome meeting on Tuesday, at 
which the North Georgia and Alabama 
Good Roads Association was organized, 
The Constitution’s car, a splendid six- 
40 Thomas Flyeryesterday made the 
trip over the entire route, following 
in detail the roads which must be de-| 
veloped to make it. 

The route laid out by the Rome 
meeting runs from Chattanooga to La- 
fayette, in Walker county, through 
Trion and Summerville, in Chatta- 
noga; through Rome, in Floyd, King- 
ston, Cassville and Emerson, in Bar- 
tow; Acworth, Kennesaw, Marietta and 
Smyrna in Cobb, and into Atlanta by 
the Howell mill, Pace’s Ferry and 
Peachtree roads. 

The Route in General. 

The Constitution's Thomas Flyer left 
Chattanooga at 7 o'clock Wednesday 
morning, driven by Manager H.. B. 
Odell, of the Auto Company, and 
reached Atlanta at 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 

It is possible, perhaps, by hard and 
reckless driving, to make better tim 
than this on the trip whose naelakeoak 
speedometer distance was. 141 miles, 
but a safe trip can scarcely be made 
in quicker time. 

On the entire trip from Atlanta to 
Chattanooga and return, the Thomas 
Flyer’s tool box was not opened once, 
and even the four tires carried At- 
lanta air to Chattanooga and back 
again. The Thomas crossed mountains 
with the same apparent ease with 
which it rides Atlanta's asphalt pave- 
ments. Neither mud, nor hill, nor 
rocky road, nor swollen stream made 
any difference with it; it negotiated 
them all. 

Much Work to Be Done. 

Of the 141 miles on the Rome route 
between Chattanooga and Atlanta, 
there are 35 miles of first-class road— 
27/miles of which is the government 
turnpike from ~-Chattanooga out 
through Chickamauga Park to /‘Lafay- 
ette in Walker county. Practiéally all 
the balance is in Fulton county from 
the Chattahoochee river bridge on the 
Howell Mill road into Atlanta. There 
are two or three miles of macadam 
road just out of M@rietta, coming to- 
wurd Atlanta, which might also be 
put in the first class. 

Then there are, possibly, 26 miles of 
second-class road which might be ele- 


vated to first class with comparatively 


little work. This includes, perhaps, 10| be put in second-class. 


miles of road in and out of Trion, in 
Chattoooga county; 10 miles between 
Rome and Kingston, and a few other 


-short stretches here and thereat vari- 


ous points on the route. 
The rest of this route—fully 80 miles 


of it—must be either built or grebuilt 
to put it in-decently usable shape. 

Therefore, to put the Rome-Chatta- 
nooga-Atlanta route in shape for aver- 
age travel, 2 miles’ must be bettered 
and 80 miles vastly improved; in fact, 
almost rebuilt. Of course, a large 
amount of the grading has been done, 
but there are holes upon holes to be 
filled’ in, and practically the entire 80 
miles properly surfaced to make roads 
that will stand up in wet weather. 

The Route in Detail. 

The government turnpike from Chat- 
tanooga to Lafayette is the prettiest 
piece of road, perhaps, in north Geor- 
gia. It is an example which has awak- 
ened the people of that section of the 
state to the importance and necessity 
of road improvement. 

It is one of the most used roads in 
the state, yet notwithstanding the, 
travel on it, and without the least 
pressure, The Constitution's Thomas 
Flyer made the 27 miles to Lafayette 


in just 59 inutes. 
Fos ape own from Lafayette to the 


Chattooga county line, there is con- 
siderable work to be done, though the 
road is in fair shape now. But John 
W. Bale and others of Walker have 
promised that by January l, 1912, this 
will be one of the finest sections of 
road in north Georgia. 

In Chattooga county, on both sides 
of Trion, there are possibly 10 miles of 
macadam road belonging to the sec- 
ond-class, which can be very easily 
bettered. 

The rest of the road through Chat- 
tooga into Summerville and on to the 
Floyd county line is abominable. It is 
a common clay road, full of ruts and 
mudholes, badly constructed and worse 
in the maintenance. . 

But Chattooga is waking up, if Wes- 
ley Shropshire is to be relied on, and 
he has never yet failed to come to 
the scratch. Mayor Siropshire, of 
Summerville, and members of the board 
of county commissioners of Chattoo-; 
ga promised at the Rome meeting that 
a way would be found to complete the 
road and put it in first-class shape 
completely through Chattooga county. 

Work to Be Done in Floyd. 

While Floyd has a reputation in 
northwest Georgia for its splendid 
turnpikes, ang in many instances just- 
ly so, its portion of the route between 
Chattanooga and Atlanta ii in about 
as bad shape as that in Chattooga 
county. 

The Floyd county road from the 
Chattooga county line into Rome, ma- 
cadamized though it is, is so full of 
bad ruts and holes that it cannot even 


A Floyd county merchant who has a 
store about 7 miles out of Rome told 
The Constitution representative, that 
this was the most traveled roaq in 
Floyd county, yet it had been prac- 
tically impossible to get any work done 


on it® It is not in.anything Ii{ke so 
good a shape as 10 miles of clay road 
between Rome and Kingston, and 
which needs only a little sand and 
some attention to-make it practically 


a perfect roadway. ‘ 
The north Georgia counties have got 


to wake up and get busy, if they ex- 
pect to keep the. pace that has been 
set by south Georgia in getting results 
from good roads building. : > 

But Chairman W. M. Gammon, of the 
Floyd county commissioners, is keenly 
alive to the importance of this road 
to Floyd county, and he. told the Rome 
convention that Floyd did not propose 
to wait on the United States or state 
government, but would go ahead at 
onee. with the construction of its por- 
tion of this highway. 

Floyd has the enterprise and the de- 
termination, and will probably be the 
first of the counties interested to put 
through its portion of the route. 

Bartow and Cobb. 

Bartow has, from the Floyd to the 
Cohb county line, quite a bit of road 
of the seeond class, but practieally 
none that could be put in the firs: 
clags.

Bartow will mean, of course, that it 
will have the double advantage of both 
the Rome route and the Sherman route, 
Planned at the recent “Cartersville 
meeting, through Catoosa, Whitfield‘ 
and Gordon counties, and there is little - 
doubt that it will get busy and build’ 
up these roads as its representatives 
have promised, in first-class shape. | 

Both Bartow and Cobb have got to 
surface their roads and fill in the mud- 
holes, to put them in good shape; and 
all the counties tnterested have got 
to get exceedingly busy in the matter 
of building bridges, putting in culverts | 
and devising the proper drainage. As 
a matter of fact, good bridges are very 
scarce ¢6ver the entire route. 

Cobb, as has been stated, has two or 
three miles of first-class road; the rest 
need considerable work, so far as the 
proposed route is concerned; and this 
is said to be one of the most important 
roads in the county. 

Will Push the Project. 

Chairman A: N. Tumlin, of the 
North Georgia and Alabama Good 
Roads Association, organized at Rome, 
is a live wire, and he proposes to 
associate with him a strong executive 
committee which will get to business. 

He is going to attend personally the 
Montezuma meeting of the Angérson- 
ville-Thomasville highway in July and 
carry a good committee with him. At 
this meéting plans will be made for a 
fall good roads tour of the state, to 
include the Chattanooga-Rome-Atlanta 
route, the Andersonville route, the 
Dublin route from Savannah to Atlanta 
and the link through south Georgia 
between Savannah and Quitman.

That a catcher is the. hub around which the spokes of a baseball machine 
revolve, has been further proven by the showing of the Crackers to date. 

Admittedly, the Crackers have, on form alone, a much better club indi- 
vidually and collectively than last season, with two exceptions, catchers and 


pitchers. 


But the catchers are really, to blame, as a good, heady catcher could have 
secured better work than the pitchers have shown so far. 

Wells is a grand little mechanical catcher, but he lacks the headwork 
that comes only from much experience. 
has been good, but not of a class to stamp him as a first-string catcher.

| HER PRIDE IN GOOD ROADS 


“I have traveled'a great deal in this 
country and abroad, and I know what 
good roads and pretty scenery mean; 
therefore, when I tell you. that on a 
trip to south Georgia the other day I 
Saw scapes of scenery as pretty as any 
in the world and roads as good as any 
I ever motored over, I am telling you 
the plain truth.” The speaker was one 
of the cleverest women in Georgia, 
who had just returned from a motor 
trip from Atlanta to her plantation in 
southwest Georgia. She had made the 
trip from Macon to her plantation, a 
distance of 120 miles, in a lttle over 
five hours, and she declared the trip 
the most delightful she had ever taken. 
“It was Sunday,” she explained, and 
we counted as many as a hundred ma- 
chines @6n route. 

“At Montezuma it was like a ‘conti- 
nental motor meet,” out from Paris, 
and it seemed to me I had never seen 
so much of rural progress and rural 
beauty. 

“I am familiar with the country, and 
the country roads for years, and since 
the impetus has been given to good 
roads in the state, the prosperity wave 
has been marvelous. I would suggest 
to every Georgian who wants to know 
what is doing in his state, just to take 
a trip through by motor through it. 


“With the good roads has come a 


general spirit of thrift and industry, it 
seems to me, for despite the fact of no 
rain, all along the way, I saw flourish- 
ing lands, whitewashed homes, food 
fenceg; pretty flowers and vegetable 
gardens and well dressed people enjoy- 
ing these homes. 

“I had been told of the new life the 
good roads and the auto had brought, 
and I had had evidences of prosperity, 
but I could actually see it and account 
for it on my recent trips.

They will be of 
interest not only in Atlanta, but 
throughout the entire state, for in order 
that the amendment may be passed, not 
only the other city delegations, but the 
legislators from the rural counties as 
well must be induced to lend their aid. 

The bar association states emphatic-.

Nature of Final Decision. 

| The court finds that the case in 
hand is obnoxious to the anti-trust 
law, and then takes up the nature of 
the final decree it shall issue. On this 
the court is guided largely by the 
action taken by the supreme gourt in 
the Standard .Oil and Tobacca ses. 

“To stop the business of the\ com- 
bination immedfately,” the courts\says, 
“might be attended with very @isas- 
trous consequences. The defendants, 
or some of them, for example, furnish 
military and ordnance pwoders to the 
United States government. We un- 
derstand also that they furnish ex- 
plosives used in the construction of 
the Panama canal. Their liability to 
continue so to do should not be de- 
stroyed by the expiration of a reason- 
able time for adjusting their business 
to the changed condtiions.”

In preparation for tomorrow’s*ordeal 
and after a trying day, King George 
and Quen Mary passed the evening 
alone with the Prince of Wales in 
Buckingham palace, before which 
great multitudes waited patiently hop- 
ing to obtain a signt of their majes- 
ties. From time to time the people 
Sang the national anthem and other 
patriotic airs. 


All Vehicle Traffic Stopped. 


There had been considerable anxiety 
concerning the weather, but the clouds 


starry sky and hopes rose for tomor- 
row. Dense crowds of people, who had 
retired early, about that time began 
to make their way towards the center 
of the city. Late trains and street cars 
poured tens of thousands into the cap- 
ital, until the streets overflowed. The 
entire police force came on duty and 
kept pedestrians moving. Numbers of 
people who had engaged stands took 
possession at midnight. At the house 
of parliament, where the ministers and 
members will entertain largely tomor- 
row, large tents have been erected in 
the yard, where 3,550 meals will be 
served during the day. 

Long before dawn drums and trum- 
pets gave evidence that 60,000 troops 
were preparing for th Mrenuous du- 
ties, and the people waited to see them 
march out. Several regiments encamped 
in the outlying district started tonight 
for their positions along the route. 

Even outside the limits to which the 
royal procession is confined, the ani- 
mation of the people was unpreceden- 
ted. Everywhere illumination blazed. 
Portraits of the king and queen are dis- 
Played on every hand. They called 
forth cheers and cries of “God Save the 
King.” When it was announced to- 
night that the Prince of Wales had 
been gazetted a midshipman, thousands 
took up the song, “God Bless the Prince 
of Wales.” ¢ 

To Prevent Accidents. 

The authorities have taken the most 
careful measures to prevent accidents. 
Where the gatherings will be most 
dense, ambulance stations have been lo- 
cated, equipped for day and night. On 
principal streets tonight exhausted 
women were treated. 

Arrangements for conveying the for- 
eign princes and _ special envoys to 
Buckingham palace were changed this 
evening, the hour for leaving their 
residences being fixed somewhat earlier 
than originally intended. Ambassador 
Hammond will be escorted to the pal- 
ace at 7:30 o’clock in the morning by 
Lord Sandhurst, who will drive with 
him in the procession. The American 
envoy will wear a dress suit with knee 
breeches, silk stockings, low shoes and 
crush hat. Major General A. W. Gree- 
ly, who represents the United States 
army, and Rear Admiral Charles E. 
Vreeland, representative of the navy, 
will wear full uniform. 

Thousands of Americans are in Lon- 
don for the coronation. Perhaps the 
greater number arrived from the con- 
tinent today and tonight, and they are 
taxing the hotels to the utmost. Every 
state in the union is well represented. 

Mrs. Hammond’s Coronation Robes. 

Mrs. Hammond’s coronation robe for 
tomorrow is of princess style, draped 
about the figure. It is composed of 
famous Moscow brocade in peacock 
blue moire antique, backed with gold. 
The color gradually changes in shade 
until it becomes the palest silver. The 
trimming is diamante, embrofdered on 
blue tulle. She will wear a diamond 
and emerald necklace, tiera and stom- 
acher, and carry a white ostrich fan, 
similar in all respects to the one sent 
as a bridal gift to Queen Mary from 
South Africa. 

Unending Stream of People. 

Throughout the night an unending 
stream of people from the outer dis- 
tricts of London proceeded in the di- 
rection of the center of the city by 
railway, tram car, omnibus an pri- 
vate conveyance. All public services 
were maintained throughout the 
night. From time to-time_ cheers, 
shouting. and singing arose from the 
throngs of pedestrians. 

Royal salutes were fired about 3:45 
this miorning and during the next hour 
St. James Park and thoroughfares 
leading towards the line of the route 
resounded with the tramp of troops, 
mounted and afoot, marching to take 
up their assigned positions. Dense 
masses of people are lining every 
available space. 

The morning broke fine, but over- 
cast, with the appearance of possible 
showers during the day.

Extension Work Indorsed. 

The report of the educational com- 
mittee, consisting of Dr. W. Bradford, 
W. H. Faust and T. S. Jackson was 
read and discussed. This is one of the 
most important committees of the 
union, and after going somewhat into 
details of the work of the past year 
the committee recommended that the 
school extension work as outlined by 
Dr. Soule be indorsed by the union, and 
that the legislature be urged to grant 
the $50,000 for the! purpose of carrying 
on the work. It also urged the estab- 
lishment of a third state normal school 
for the girls of Georgia. After discus- 
sion the report was adopted. 

The following resolution was enthu- 
Siastically adopted, after which the 
meeting adjourned to meet Thursday 
a2:3 &. 7 

Oppose Undesirable Immigrants. 

“Whereas, the congressional immi- 
gration commission, after a four years 
investigation costing over a million 
dollars is unanimous in recommending 
“substantial restrictional “as demanded 
by the economic social and moral con- 
siderations” completely substantiating 
the stand taken years ago by the farm- 
ers’ union; and 

“Whereas, distribution is proposed 
and an effort is being made to establish 
a federal bureau for that purpose in 
order to relieve the northeast of its 
intolerable immigration evils; there- 
fore, Be it resolved,-by the Georgia di- 
vision of the Farmers’ Educational and 
Co-operative Union, in annual conven- 
tion, this 21st —_ of June, 1911, that 
we.are unalterably opposed to the 
distribution, as well as the present 
enormous influx of undesirables from 
southern Europe, western Asia and 
northern Africa, and call upon con- 
gress to enact restrictive legislation 
along the lines of the immigration 
commission's recommendations and tour 
previous resolutions such as the illit- 
eracy test which is law in Australia an 
economic test which is law in Canada 
and other measures. And be it further 

“Resolved, That the state secretary 
send forthwith a certified copy of these 
resolutions to each member of the 
Georgia congressional delegation at 
Washington with the request that he 
present them to congress and do all in 
his power to further their object and 
purpose in every honorable way.”
